3. ADRC of Southwest Regional Board Report: Joan provided updated from meeting on 5/22/19 at 

Lafayette County Human Services.  

   

4. LTC Scorecard: Amber discussed the LTC Scorecard through DHS that the ADRC of Green County 

will be a part of. State doing survey for LTC participants to rate MCO’s. Will give LTC programs a 

rating similar to insurances about their member’s overall experience, care team characteristic, and 

quality & compliance. Will allow new enrollees more information about when they chose an LTC 

program at time of enrollment.

The DOT funding guidelines 85.21 allows 

ADRC to determine copayment policy.
